(4) European Patent Application No. EP 0 785 482, which was pubHshed on July 23, 
1997, was cited as an A-Category document with respect to claims 1, 10, 13, and 15 of the 
European application. The European Examiner indicated column 5, lines 9-42; column 10, 
lines 25 - 52; column 17, line 34 - column 18, line 36; and figures 1-3 to be relevant; and 

(5) U.S. Patent No. 5,767,985 to YAMAMOTO et al., which issued on June 16, 1998, 
was cited as an A-Category document with respect to claims 1, 10, 13, and 15 of the European 
application. The European Examiner indicated column 7, lines 22-61; claim 1; and figures 1 
and 2 to be relevant.
